Here are a dean version and a red-line version of our proposal for an Innovation District Benefit 
Outline. Most of the suggested changes are relatively minor, but I want to call three to your attention. 

First, I have recast the opening three paragraphs to make it clear that UPMC was a founding 
member of InnovatePGH, fully supports its efforts, and in particular hopes that InnovatePGH, the Hill 
District, and Uptown can leverage UPMCs investment into the advances set forth in the eight bullet 
paints that follow. I'm assuming that Sean Luther at InnovatePGH either gave you or signed off on these 
objectives. If not, you should run them by him. 

Second, I have deleted the reference to the PA DECD Neighborhood Assistance Grant, not 
because continuing any commitment there wouldn't be acceptable, but rather because neither I nor the

people I could round up here today are familiar with it. I'm continuing to look into it and will be happy 
to discuss possibilities once I get my arms around it. 

Third, and similarly, I have deleted the references to the Hill District Greensprint and the 
Uptown/West Oakland Ecolnnovation District Plan. I've asked our real estate people to look into these 
programs and will be prepared to discuss them once they report back. 

With those amendments and the mare minor ones reflected in the attachments UPMC is ready 
to commit,
